f  To  Her  Majesty' s  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  the  County  of  Chester , 
in  General  Quarter  Sessions  assembled. 


The  Visiting  Justices  of  Upton  Asylum  beg  leave  to  report  to 

Ithe  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions,  that  there  have  been  admitted 
into  the  Institution  during  the  past  year  91  males,  74  females, 
total  165.  The  discharges  as  cured  and  relieved  have  been  34 
i  males,  34  females,  total  68;  and  by  death,  52  males,  35  females, 

I  total  87  ;  and  there  now  remain  in  the  Asylum  260  males,  276 
females,  536  total. 

This  shows  an  increase  of  10  over  the  number  in  the  house  at 
the  corresponding  period  last  year. 

In  anticipation  of  the  opening  of  the  New  Asylum  at  Maccles¬ 
field,  and  the  consequent  removal  there  of  a  large  number  of  the 
present  inmates,  application  has  been  made  by  the  Chester 
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xAutborities  for  the  Committee  to  receive  the  Chester  patients, 
who,  for  the  last  four  years,  have  been  domiciled  at  Denbigh 
Asylum.  As  the  Asylum  will  afford  ample  accommodation  for 
these  patients  (who  now  number  about  40)  for  some  years  to 
come,  the  Committee  have  deemed  it  advisable  to  agree  to  receive 
them  for  a  period  not  exceeding  five  years,  at  the  rate  of  14s.  per 
head  per  week ;  an  arrangement  which,  while  benefitting  the 
City  of  Chester,  will  remuneratively  utilize  the  vacant  beds  in 
the  Asylum. 

The  practice  of  detaining  patients  in  Workhouses  until  recovery 
seems  hopeless,  and  the  reduced  condition  in  which  they  are 
brought  into  the  Asylum,  induced  the  Committee  to  issue  the 
following  circular  to  the  several  Unions  and  Parishes  in  the 
County : — 

“  Chester  County  Asylum, 

22nd  March,  1870.” 

“  Dear  Sir, 

“  I  am  desired  by  the  Visiting  Justices  of  this  Asylum,  to  call 
the  attention  of  the  Boards  of  Guardians  of  the  various  Unions 
in  Cheshire,  to  the  exhausted  condition  in  which  Pauper  Lunatics 
are  frequently  brought  here  by  Relieving  Officers.” 

“The  cases  are  very  numerous,  and  appear  lately  to  have  been 
on  the  increase,  in  which  the  patients  are  sent  in  the  last  stage 
of  Phthisis ,  apparently  without  the  slightest  hope  of  any  cure 
being  effected ;  and  it  is  feared  that  the  journey,  in  some  instan¬ 
ces,  aggravates  the  disease  and  hastens  death.” 
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'*  This  state  of  things  has,  in  several  instances,  called  for 
9-  special  remonstrance  on  the  part  of  the  Visiting  Justices,  but 

I  with  little  or  no  effect,  and  they  have  now  determined,  in  all  cases 
where  admission  is  followed  speedily  by  death,  to  have  a  Coroner’s 

:  Inquest  held,  in  the  hope  that  by  fixing  the  responsibility  on  the 
:  right  parties,  it  may  induce  them  for  the  future  to  send  patients  at 
an  earlier  stage  of  the  disease,  or  to  exercise  greater  discretion 

I I  in  cases  where  recovery  is  hopeless.” 

“  May  I  trouble  you  to  lay  this  communication  before  your 
)  Board  at  their  next  meeting.”

The  case  of  the  patient  which  was  specially  reported  upon  to 
ij  the  June  Sessions  of  this  year,  caused  the  Committee  to  take  the 
o  necessary  precautions  for  refuting  any  future  similar  unfounded 
:  charges,  which  might  be  brought  against  the  officers  of  the 
Asylum.  All  patients,  therefore,  now,  on  appearing  before  the 
Committee  prior  to  discharge,  are  interrogated  as  to  whether  they 
have  been  well  treated  while  in  the  Asylum,  or  if  they  have  any 
complaints  to  make  against  any  one.  The  reply  is  entered  in  the 
Case  Book,  which  is  signed  by  the  Chairman  ;  and  this  entry,  at 
any  future  date,  if  not  quite  conclusive,  will  at  all  events  show 
that  the  opportunity  was  afforded  for  any  complaints  being 
investigated. 

Dr.  Arthur  Strange,  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  having  ob- 
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tained  a  more  lucrative  appointment  at  the  new  Asylum  at 
Leavesden,  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  A.  Lawrence,  of  the  West 
Riding  Asylum. 

The  rate  of  maintenance  during  the  past  year  has  remained  at 
7s.  7d.  per  patient  per  week,  a  sum  perhaps  as  low  as  that  of  any 
similar  Institution  in  the  kingdom  ;  but  this  may  be  slightly  en¬ 
hanced  during  the  coming  year,  and  the  balance  in  the  hands  of 
the  Treasurer  reduced  by  about  ^1000,  in  order  to  renew  a 
portion  of  the  Furniture  (some  of  which  has  been  in  use  since 
the  opening  of  the  Establishment,)  and  to  substitute  hair  for  flock 
mattresses. 

Appended  is  a  copy  of  the  Report  of  the  Commissioners  in 
Lunacy,  made  on  their  last  visit.

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REPORT 

OF  THE 

,1  MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT, 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1870. 


Cheshire  Asylum, 

21  st  February ,  1871. 

My  Lord  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Seventeenth  Annual 
Report  of  the  state  and  progress  of  this  Asylum  for  the  past  year, 
with  the  accompanying  statistical  information  respecting  the 
patients  who  have  been  under  care  and  treatment  during  that 
period. 

On  the  1  st  day  of  the  year  1870  there  were  in  the  Asylum  five 
hundred  and  twenty-six  patients,  namely,  two  hundred  and  fifty- 
five  men  and  two  hundred  and  seventy-one  women ;  and  there 
have  been  admitted  during  the  year  one  hundred  and  sixty-five 
patients,  of  whom  ninety-one  were  males  and  seventy-four  were 
females,  being  only  two  admissions  more  than  in  the  preceding 
twelve  months.  The  number  under  care  and  treatment  in  the 
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year  was  therefore  six  hundred  and  ninety-one  persons, — three 
hundred  and  forty-six  males  and  three  hundred  and  forty-five 
females, — and  the  average  number  resident  during  the  year  was 
five  hundred  and  thirty-five,  the  males  being  two  hundred  and 
sixty-four  and  the  females  two  hundred  and  seventy-one.  Ten  of 
the  admissions — four  males  and  six  females — were  transfers  from 
other  Asylums  3  and  one  admission  was  a  female  Criminal  Lunatic 
from  the  prison  at  Chester  Castle,  received  under  the  order  of  the 
Secretary  of  State. 

On  the  1st  of  January,  1871,  there  remained  in  the  Asylum  five 
hundred  and  thirty-six  patients,  of  whom  two  hundred  and  sixty 
were  males  and  two  hundred  and  seventy-six  were  females ;  and 
of  these  only  seventeen  men  and  thirty  women  are  deemed 
curable. 

The  discharges  during  the  bygone  year  amounted  to  sixty-eight, 
viz.,  thirty-four  males  and  thirty-four  females ;  of  these  sixty-one 
were  recovered  and  seven  relieved. 

The  deaths  in  the  year  numbered  eighty-seven  persons,  of 
whom  fifty-two  were  males  and  thirty-five  were  females.  Forty- 
four  died  of  General  Paralysis  and  other  Cerebral  Diseases ; 
twenty-three  of  Thoracic  and  Abdominal  Diseases ;  and  twenty 
succumbed  to  General  Debility  and  the  decay  of  old  age,  &c. 

Respecting  the  bodily  condition  of  those  admitted,  I  have  to 
report  that  as  many  as  ninety  were  in  bad  health,  the  majority  of 
whom  were  in  a  state  of  feebleness  and  exhaustion  much  to  be 
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>  deplored  ;  seventy-three  were  in  moderate  health ;  and  only  two 

1  were  in  good  condition.

I  deem  it  proper  at  this  time  to  state  that  it  is  our  invariable 
i  practice  to  make  at  once  a  careful  medical  examination  of  the 

i  physical  condition  of  patients  on  their  arrival  at  the  Asylum,  and 
(  to  communicate  immediately  the  result  thereof  to  the  persons  by 
{'  whom  the  patients  are  brought,  bringing  specially  under  their 
a  notice,  before  departure,  any  wounds,  bruises,  or  other  injuries 

ii  that  may  be  discovered  on  the  patients.

The  number  of  Recoveries  (6i)  has  been  four  less  than  in  1869  • 
but  considering  the  number  of  extremely  bad  cases  admitted 
during  the  past  year,  and  having  regard  to  the  accumulation  of  those 
of  an  incurable  and  hopeless  character  in  the  House,  the  year’s 
results  in  this  respect  are  not  unsatisfactory.  Calculated  on  the 
admissions,  the  Recoveries  have  been  thirty-two  per  cent,  on  the 
men’s  side,  and  forty-three  per  cent,  on  the  women’s  side. 

In  thirty-five  of  the  patients  restored  to  health  of  body  and 
mind,  the  duration  of  the  mental  malady,  before  admission  to  the 
Asylum,  had  been  under  three  months ;  and  in  twenty,  above 
three  months,  but  within  a  year ;  while  in  only  six  cases  did 
recovery  take  place  where  Insanity  had  lasted  more  than  twelve 
months  before  the  patients  were  placed  under  Asylum  treatment. 


I  may  here  observe  how  very  desirable  it  is  that  it  should  be 
more  generally  known  that  the  cure  of  Insanity  is  more  easily 
i  effected  if  patients  are  removed  to  an  Asylum  soon  after  the 
appearance  of  the  disease,  it  being  a  well-established  fact  that  a 
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much  greater  proportion  of  recoveries  is  from  those  placed  under 
Asylum  treatment  in  the  early  stages  of  the  malady.  We  cannot 
therefore  too  strongly  urge  the  importance  of  promptitude  in  the 
removal  of  cases  of  mental  derangement  to  Institutions  where 
proper  remedial  means  will  be  applied. 

Forty-four  of  those  recovered  had  been  under  care  and  treat¬ 
ment  from  one  month  to  a  year;  sixteen  for  periods  beyond 
twelve  months  and  not  more  than  seven  years ;  and  one  male 
patient  had  been  resident  in  the  Asylum  over  fifteen  years. 

Of  the  year’s  admissions  it  was  found  that  a  large  number  had 
a  strong  suicidal  propensity,  and  that  several  had  made  desperate 
efforts  to  commit  self-destruction  prior  to  their  being  brought 
here  :  the  subjects  of  melancholia  exhibited  this  proclivity  in  the 
greatest  intensity.  Six  cases  were  received  into  the  Asylum  with 
their  throats  more  or  less  severely  cut,  all  of  whom,  however, 
recovered  of  their  wounds,  except  one — a  male  patient — who  died 
five  days  after  admission,  when  a  Coroner’s  Inquest  was  held 
upon  his  body,  and  the  Jury  gave  a  Verdict  to  the  effect  that 
death  was  caused  by  the  self-inflicted  injury.  None  but  those 
connected  with  Asylums  for  the  Insane  can  form  an  adequate 
conception  of  the  anxiety  which  this  class  of  patients  causes  to 
the  Medical  Officers. 

Inquests  were  held  in  four  other  instances,  the  Jury  finding  that 
death,  in  three  of  the  cases,  was  due  to  natural  causes.  In  the 
other  case, — that  of  a  male  patient  who  effected  his  escape  and 
was  shortly  afterwards  found  dead  in  the  Canal  contiguous  to  the 
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||  Asylum  Estate, — they  returned  the  following  Verdict,  to  wit, 
“Found  drowned.”  The  Jury  was  unable  to  find  that  the 
).  deceased  committed  suicide,  it  being  surmised  that  in  leaping 
over  the  hedge  close  to  the  Canal,  he  might  have  stumbled  on 
i  the  narrow  footpath  there  and  fallen  into  the  water. 


I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that,  throughout  the  year,  the 
U  Asylum  has  been  free  from  epidemic  or  endemic  disease,  and 
that,  making  allowance  for  the  low  standard  of  the  bodily  and 
mental  state  of  the  admissions  during  the  last  few  years,  the 
I  general  health  of  the  patients  has  been  tolerably  good. 


Numbers  of  the  patients  of  both  sexes  have  been  steadily 
r  employed  in  such  work  as  they  have  been  capable  of  performing, 
or  which  has  been  considered  likely  to  conduce  to  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  their  bodily  or  mental  health.  Excluding  those  under 
medical  treatment  in  the  Infirmary  Wards,  nearly  two-thirds  of 
f  the  patients  have  been  regularly  and  industriously  employed. 


In  addition  to  their  ordinary  amusements  and  recreations, 
which,  with  some  slight  variations,  were  much  the  same  as  those 
alluded  to  in  my  Report  for  the  preceding  year, — many  of  the 
patients  of  both  sexes  were,  at  my  request,  kindly  permitted  by 
i  Signor  Quaglieni  to  visit,  free  of  charge,  his  Grand  Italian 
Hippodrome  when  in  Chester  last  Spring.  About  sixty  men  and 
an  equal  number  of  women,  both  under  the  care  of  Attendants, 
were  also  at  the  Regatta  on  the  River  Dee,  where  they  conducted 
themselves  with  remarkable  decorum.  Frequent  outings  beyond 
the  Asylum  precincts,  and  occasionally  witnessing  performances 
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and  pastimes  such  as  those  referred  to,  tend  to  exhilarate  the 
depressed  as  well  as  to  relieve  the  monotony  of  Asylum 
life. 

I  have  nothing  to  remark  respecting  the  treatment  pursued, 
further  than  to  state  that  it  has  been  carried  out  on  the  modern 
principles  of  medical  science,  that  restraint  is  never  employed, 
and  that  seclusion  is  rarely  had  recourse  to.  Only  in  one  instance 
during  the  year  was  it  deemed  expedient  to  seclude,  for  a  short 
period,  a  patient  who  was  highly  excited  and  at  the  time  danger¬ 
ously  aggressive. 

It  is  gratifying  once  more  to  report  that  our  Charitable  Fund 
for  the  benefit  of  needy  and  deserving  discharged  patients  has 
again  been  considerably  increased  by  the  patronage  given  by 
many  of  the  citizens  of  Chester,  and  by  ladies  and  gentlemen 
resident  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Asylum,  to  the  Entertain¬ 
ments  got  up  at  the  Institution  for  the  above  benevolent  purpose. 
Our  thanks  are  due  to  amateur  performers,  and  others  from 
Chester,  for  assistance  spontaneously  rendered  in  connection  with 
these  Entertainments,  and  for  the  readiness  with  which  they  have 
always  lent  their  aid  to  contribute  to  the  amusements  of  the 
patients. 

The  expense  for  gas  during  the  past  year  was  at  the  rate  of 
2S.  rod.  per  1000  cubic  feet.  The  total  consumption  has  been  in 
the  twelve  months  769,900  cubic  feet. 

Besides  adding  to  the  number  of  objects  of  a  home  like  and 
decorative  character  in  the  Wards,  the  following  improvements 
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i  and  alterations,  exclusive  of  others  of  minor  importance,  have 
been  effected  in  the  course  of  the  bygone  year  : — 

(i.)  A  drinking  fountain,  similar  to  that  fitted  up  in  1869,  on 
the  male  side,  has  been  erected  in  the  female  airing  Court. 
These  fountains  supply  a  want  long  felt  in  the  hot  season  of  the 
)  year,  and  are  much  appreciated  by  the  patients. 


(2.)  Additional  hot  water  pipes  have  been  laid  down  in 
i  various  parts  of  the  buildings. 


(3.)  The  Airing  Courts  on  both  sides  of  the  House  have  been 
;•  drained,  and  more  out-door  urinals  and  water-closets  have  been 
<  constructed. 


(4.)'  The  Mortuary  Chamber  has  been  ventilated,  altered  in 
;  its  arrangements,  and  rendered  more  convenient  for  the  perform- 
.  ance  of  post-mortem  examinations.

(5.)  The  whole  of  the  detached  Building—  No.  6  Male  Ward — 
has  been  painted  and  papered  throughout,  and  its  appearance  has 
been  thereby  very  much  improved.  Glass  panels  have  also  been 
inserted  in  several  of  the  doors. 


(6.)  A  complete  system  of  Bells  has  been  instituted  throughout 
\  the  Establishment,  whereby  medical  aid  can  be  called  into  the 
;  Wards  at  once,  either  by  day  or  night,  so  that  now  any  necessity 
1  for  Attendants  leaving  the  Wards  is  entirely  obviated. 


(7.)  The  Ward-door  locks  on  the  female  side  have  been 
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changed,  and  are  now  quite  different  from  those  on  the  male 
division. 

(8.)  The  machinery  in  the  Laundry  has  been  thoroughly  over¬ 
hauled  by  Messrs.  Johnson  and  Ellington,  Engineers,  Chester, 
and  is  so  improved  by  the  alterations  made  thereon  as  to  expedite 
very  considerably  the  Laundry  operations. 

In  the  Summer  and  Autumn,  deputations  from  various  Boards 
of  Guardians  in  the  County  visited  the  Asylum  and  saw  all  the 
patients  belonging  to  their  respective  Unions  and  Parishes. 

Two  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  paid  their  annual  official 
visit  in  the  month  of  July  last,  and  the  Report  then  made  by 
them  has  been  submitted  to  you.  It  is  satisfactory  to  find  that 
they  continue  to  express  their  high  approval  of  the  condition  of 
the  Asylum  and  its  management.

In  the  month  of  September  last,  Dr.  Alexander  Lawrence, 
formerly  Clinical  Clerk  at  the  West  Riding  Asylum,  Wakefield, 
entered  upon  the  duties  of  Assistant  Medical  Officer  here ;  and  I 
am  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that  he  is  diligent  and  regular  in 
the  performance  of  these  duties. 

The  other  Officers  have  also  been  zealous  in  the  discharge  of 
their  respective  duties. 

Permit  me,  in  concluding  this  Report,  to  thank  you  most 
respectfully  for  your  continued  kindness,  and  for  the  confidence 
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[  j  with  which  I  am  honoured  in  conducting  the  administration  of 
:  i  this  Asylum.

Chester  County  Asylum, 

25 th  July,  1870. 


Since  our  last  visit,  about  sixteen  months  ago,  126  men  and  101 
women  have  been  admitted,  40  men  and  5-3  women  have  been 
discharged,  and  66  men  and  51  women  have  died  from  various 
causes,  generally  of  an  ordinary  character ;  but  in  one  case  a  man 
died  five  days  after  his  admission  from  the  effects  of  a  wound  in 
his  throat,  self-inflicted  before  he  was  brought  to  the  Asylum. 
The  numbers  on  the  books  to-day  are  273  of  the  male  and  268  of 
the  female  sex  ;  of  whom  there  is  one  man  absent,  who  escaped  on 
the  20th  instant,  and  has  not  yet  been  retaken.  We  have  seen 
and  spoken  to  each  patient,  and  made  the  usual  statutory  inquiries 
as  to  their  treatment  and  management.  Generally,  the  arrange¬ 
ments  remain  as  reported  in  the  last  entry  ;  but  the  Wards  are 
fuller,  and,  in  some  parts,  are  now  overcrowded.  This  evil  will  be 
remedied  as  soon  as  the  New  Asylum  at  Macclesfield  is  opened. 
In  the  meantime,  there  should  be  a  further  increase  in  the  staff  of 
Attendants.  Including  the  Head  and  Night  Attendants  on 
the  men’s  side,  and  the  Head  and  Night  Attendants  and  two 
Laundry  Maids  on  the  female  side,  the  whole  staff  consists  of  only 
18  in  each  Division.  These  numbers  might  be  sufficient  could  their 
services  be  always  available,  but  when  the  absences  from  sickness  and 
the  regular  holidays  are  taken  into  consideration,  there  remain,  in 
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)  pi  our  opinion,  too  few  efficient  Attendants  in  actual  charge.  We  beg 

r<H  strongly  to  urge  this  subject  upon  the  consideration  of  the  Visitors ; 

A  they  will  find,  on  enquiry,  that  the  Wards  are  often,  of 

efM  necessity,  left  with  a  very  small  staff.  Two  of  the  four  regular 
a 

■jj  Nurses  belonging  to  No.  6  Female  Ward,  were  away  to-day,  so 
jj;.  that,  setting  aside  the  occasional  services  of  the  two  Laundry 
Maids  and  the  Seamstress,  there  were,  when  the  Laundry  women 
cu  and  those  employed  in  the  Needle  Room  were  away,  nearly  one 
u  hundred  patients  with  only  two  Attendants.  In  the  Male  Infirmary, 
which  is  attended  by  a  married  couple,  there  was  to  day  only  one 
man  taken  from  another  Ward,  because  the  regular  Attendants 
had  gone  for  a  holiday.  These  circumstances,  will,  we  think,  shew 
e|  the  necessity  of  appointing  more  Attendants  as  Supernumeraries, 

I  '  to  be  made  available  in  any  part  of  the  Establishment. 


The  patients  were  generally  quiet  during  our  inspection,  and  no 
)f  one  was  restrained  or  secluded.  We  are  assured  that  neither  have 
)9  been  employed  in  the  treatment  of  the  patients  since  the  last  visit. 

iSome  of  the  women  belonging  to  the  Wards  used  by  the  more 
excitable  class,  were  rather  untidy  in  their  clothing  and  personal 
appearance,  but,  with  these  exceptions,  the  patients  were  well 
T  dressed  and  clean,  and  the  bedding  wTas  in  proper  order  throughout, 
f  The  dinners  to-day  consisted  of  soup  well  thickened  with  meat  and 
9'  vegetables;  and  allowance  in  each  case  seemed  ample.  The  ordinary 
t  dietary  has  lately  been  improved,  and  is  now  a  very  liberal  one, — 
h  Monday  being  the  only  day  when  solid  meat  dinners  are  not  given. 


The  dinners  are  now  served  to  the  patients  in  their  separate 
I  Wards ;  but  we  desire  very  strongly  to  recommend  that  the 
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Recreation  Room  be  made  available  as  a  general  Dining  Hall. 
Its  position  is  most  suitable  for  the  purpose,  and  if  used  in  the 
manner  we  now  suggest,  there  will  be  a  great  saving  of  labour  in 
serving  the  meals,  economy  of  time  in  its  distribution,  and  the 
daily  association  of  patients  of  both  sexes  will  be  found  beneficial 
to  them. 

The  average  number  attending  Chapel  are  about  145  of  the  male 
and  135  of  the  female  sex  on  Sunday,  and  on  week  days  between 
80  and  90  of  each  sex.  The  means  of  occupation  are  the  same  as 
usual;  and  116  men  and  184  women  are  usefully  and  regularly 
employed. 

In  our  last  Report  we  alluded  to  the  extremely  feeble  and 
debilitated  condition  of  the  patients  on  admission,  and  we  are 
sorry  to  find  that  little  or  no  amendment  has  taken  place.  So 
serious  had  this  matter  become,  that  the  Visiting  Justices  have 
caused  a  circular  to  be  addressed  to  the  various  Boards  of  Guard¬ 
ians,  informing  them  that,  for  the  future,  in  all  cases  where  admission 
is  followed  speedily  by  death,  they  will  cause  a  Coroner’s  Inquest 
to  be  held.  As  regards  the  bodily  condition  of  patients  on  ad¬ 
mission,  it  is  now  the  practice  to  make  a  medical  examination, 
including  the  use  of  the  stethoscope  in  every  case,  and  not  to 
/ admit  the  person  who  brings  the  patient  to  depart  until  the  result 
has  been  reported. 

The  recommendations  made  at  the  last  visit  have  all  been  attend¬ 
ed  to ;  and  we  noticed  to-day  various  improvements  in  matters  of 
painting,  papering,  and  decoration. 
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There  lias  been  a  change  in  some  of  the  baths ;  and  new  locks 
are  being  placed  on  the  doors  in  the  Female  Wards,  which  were 
greatly  needed,  as  it  appeared  that  previously  the  same  key  would 
open  the  doors  in  both  Divisions.  At  the  same  time,  precautions 
have  now  been  taken  by  which  the  access  of  male  artizans  to  the 
Laundry  or  Female  Wards  will  be  entirely  prevented. 

Another  important  improvement  has  also  been  lately  carried  out 
by  establishing  a  complete  system  of  Bells  from  every  Ward, 
communicating  directly  with  the  Medical  Officer’s  room,  so  that  he 
can  be  summoned  at  once  to  any  part  of  the  building  without  any 
necessity  for  the  Attendant  to  leave  the  Ward  either  by  night  or 
day. 


We  have  made  the  statutory  inquiries  directed  by  the  110th 
1  section  of  the  8th  and  9th  Vie.,  cap.  100.  The  visitation  by  the 
j  Committee  appears  to  be  frequent  and  regular.  They  meet  at  the 
Asylum  every  month,  when,  previous  to  their  sitting,  two  of  their 
number  go  round  the  whole  house.  An  excellent  practice  has 
lately  been  adopted  of  bringing  every  patient  about  to  leave  the 
Asylum  before  the  Committee,  when  he  is  questioned  as  to  his 
treatment  and  whether  he  has  complaints  to  make,  and  his  state¬ 
ment  is  signed  by  the  Chairman. 


We  are  glad  to  be  enabled  once  more  to  report  very  favourably 
of  the  condition  of  the  Asylum,  which  continues  to  improve  under 
the  able  and  efficient  management  of  Dr.  Davidson.

My  Lord  and  Gentlemen, 


In  making  my  Annual  Report,  I  beg  to  inform 
you  that  my  duties  as  Chaplain  of  the  Institution  have  been 
regularly  performed  throughout  the  year  past.  Divine  Service 
twice  on  each  Sunday  in  the  Church,  and  a  short  Service  in  the 
Infirmary  Ward  for  the  sick  and  the  infirm.  Daily  Prayers  have 
also  been  said  every  morning.  The  congregation  on  Sunday  has 
averaged  about  300,  on  the  week  day  200. 


The  School  on  either  side  of  the  house  has  been  conducted  as 
usual ;  on  the  Women’s  side,  by  one  of  the  nurses,  who  has  taken 
great  pains  with  it ;  although,  from  various  circumstances,  it  has 
been  interrupted  a  good  deal  of  late,  but  these  interruptions  have 
now  ceased.  There  is  an  average  attendance  of  from  35  to  40. 
On  the  Men’s  side,  the  school  for  many  years  past  has  been  con¬ 
ducted  by  a  paid  master,  as  we  found  that  it  was  most  difficult  to 
find  any  male  attendant  who  was  willing  or  able  to  conduct  it 
satisfactorily. 
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The  Master  attends  at  the  Asylum  twice  in  the  week  for  an  hour 
and  a  half,  which  seems  to  me  to  be  quite  sufficiently  often,  for  if 
he  came  oftener,  the  School  would  cease  to  be  a  recreation  and  an 
interest,  and  become  simply  routine  and  monotonous,  and  thus  the 
if  great  advantage  as  to  the  patients  would  be  in  a  considerable 
degree  marred,  and  few  would  care  to  attend  ;  besides  this,  the 
summer  evening  out-of-door  amusements  of  those  that  attended 
the  school  would  be  entirely  done  away  with.  Mr.  Eade,  the 
school-master  has  been  ill  since  Christmas,  and  wishes  to  resign  his 
appointment,  but  his  duties  during  his  illness  have  been  most 
efficiently  performed  by  Mr.  Hooper,  (under  master  of  the  Dio- 
cesan  School),  and  who  I  hope  your  Committee  may  think  lit  to 
appoint  in  the  stead  of  Mr.  Eade.  • 

The  average  number  of  male  patients  who  attend  the  school 
is  about  40,  and  as  I  have  always  endeavoured  to  persuade  as  many 
as  possible  to  attend,  (the  attendance  being  entirely  voluntary,)  I 
do  not  think  we  could  get  a  much  larger  number.  The  system 
pursued  in  both  schools  is  the  same,  one  half  of  the  patients  are 
formed  into  a  bible  class,  while  the  others  are  employed  in  writing, 
or  simple  arithmetic,  (and  vice  versa),  each  class  having  an  equal 
proportion  of  time  given  to  reading  and  writing,  &c.,  &c. 

I  deeply  regret  the  loss  of  Mr.  Barton,  the  late  steward,  who 
has  been  appointed  to  the  Macclesfield  Asylum,  for  his  influence 
for  good,  both  among  the  attendants  and  patients,  was  very  great, 
he  also  was  the  mainstay  of  our  Church  Choir,  which  I  believe  to 
be  of  the  greatest  advantage  in  conducting  Divine  Service  in  an 
Asylum,  for  a  Choral  Service  keeps  up  the  attention  of  the  patients 
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who  would  otherwise  soon  he  tired  of  the  service  and  become  list¬ 
less  and  indifferent,  and  very  probably  talkative  and  excited  ;  I 
believe,  however,  that  Mr.  Hooper,  if  he  should  be  appointed 
school-master,  would  in  some  measure  take  Mr.  Barton’s  place,  for 
he  is  both  able  and  willing  to  do  so,  and  we  should  thus  be  able  to 
conduct  Divine  Service  in  the  same  way  as  for  many  years  past, 
which  we  shall  not  be  able  to  do  unless  we  have  an  efficient  person 
to  conduct  the  Choir,  especially  as  several  members  of  it  have  left, 
and  more  are  about  to  leave  the  Asylum.  Many  of  the  patients 
join  heartily  in  the  singing,  but  we  cannot  depend  upon  them  as 
members  of  the  Choir. 

I  do  not  think  there  is  any  other  matter  ol  importance  to  lay 

1 

before  you,  further  than  to  bear  my  testimony  to  the  general  good 
conduct  of  the  attendants  and  kindness  towards  the  patients  under 
their  charge,  which  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  do.
